Mattingly, 31, 
Murdered In Harrisburg; 
Find Body In Car In River 


Richard M. Mattingly, 31-year-old Gettysburg tailor 
who for the last three years or more had operated Dick’s 
Shop at 28 Chambersburg St., was fatally shot early this 
morning in Harrisburg. 
Harrisburg City police said it was a case of murder 
after they pulled Mattingly’s partly submerged auto 
from the Susquehanna River, near the Harvey Taylor 
bridge, and found the Gettysburg man had been shot in 
the arm and abdomen. 
A short time later a Harrisburg school teacher with 
whom Mattingly had been seen leaving a Harrisburg 
diner early this morning was arrested and a formal 
charge of murder was filed. 
Teacher I* Arretted 
The prisoner is Edward Wilcox Hepford, 47, of Har­ 
risburg. a teacher at Camp Curtin Junior High School. 
The murder charge was filed against him before City 
Alderman John L. Madden. No time has been set for his 
arraignment. 
Police had nothing to say today 
about a possible motive or the 
background for the murder but 
Sergeant Arthur Burlew, who is 
in charge of the investigation, 
told The Gettysburg Times Hep­ 
ford, in an oral statement, had 
saki he “never saw Mattingly be­ 
fore this morning.” 
Mattingly, who had operated 
his Chambersburg St. shop for 
the repair and alteration of cloth­ 
ing, apparently went to Harris­ 
burg late Tuesday night or early 
this morning.

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Edwin Bachman, Serving In 
Korea With Army, Writes 
Of Pres. Eisenhower s Visit 


SP/4 Edwin Bachman, son of 
Dr. and Mrs. Albert Birchman, 
Harrisburg St., was in Seoul last 
week when President Eisenhow­ 
er visited there and he has told 
his parents of the great celebra­ 
tion staged by the Korean people 
on that occasion. 
Bachman reports that the Pres­ 
ident passed “within arm ’s reach 
eP m e” at the Embassy grounds. 
Parts of his recent letter, writ­ 
ten June 20. to his parents, relat­ 
ing to the President’s visit fol­ 
lows: 


“The two of us reached Seoul 
yesterday at 2 p.m. It was Sun­ 
day and the places and streets 
were simply packed. People had 
been sitting there since dawn 
waiting for the President of the 
United States. The small children 
were all dressed up in their school 
uniforms and a!) waved little Ko­ 
rean and American flags. They 
were real cute. 
“JO Million Welcome Ike" 
For about two hours before the 
scheduled arrival of Mr. Eisen­ 
hower, Mac 
(a soldier friend) 
a.d I walked up and down the 
streets taking pictures of the peo­ 
ple. and of all the posters and 
archways which had been con­ 
structed for the occasion. 
The many signs read: “Wel­ 
come Mr. Eisenhower*’: “30 mil­ 
lion Koreans welcome Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’’; “America and Korea are 
allies against communism,” etc. 
One of the gigas was made and 
placed there by the April Students 
Revolution Association. It read: 
“ We, Ihe April Students, welcome 
President 
Eisenhower." 
Every inch of the sidewalls was 
jammed, all windows and roofs 
were covered with people 
Huge 
platforms had been erected in 
many places American and Ko­ 
rean flags waved from every­ 
where. During the route of the 
motorcade to the ambassador’s 
residence, two stops were to be 


to see him. On Monday most of 
these people would be at work. 
I was disappointed too but it had 
been such an experience to be in 
the center of it all. 
Since I was coming to Seoul 
again today to report at a “re­ 
ligious 
retreat" 
where 
I’ll 
be 
spending the week, I decided to 
leave early in order to try to see 
the President. I found out that he 
was going to speak to the Ameri­ 
can Community in Seoul at the 
Embassy grounds. So. I went. 
There .were about 1,000 people 
there when he spoke. They in­ 
cluded missionaries, officials and 
employes of the state department, 
military personnel, etc. I took a 
lot of pictures and I hope that] 
they will turn out alright. 
Large, Cheering Crowds 
Shortly afterwards, Mr. Eisen-j 
hower left for the Presidential 
Palace 
through the streets of! 
Seoul. There were large, cheering] 
crows along the way, but, of 
course, not near as big as yes-, 
terday. Several high schoool bands! 
were playing along the 
route. 
School girls, in their colorful na-! 
tive costumes, waved flags while 
chanting: “ I like Ike.’ I was there 
alone and I met a Korean student! 
who kept me company for the 
morning. 
At the Embassy grounds, all 
three—President Eisenhower, his

HOUSE SOCIAL 
SECURITY BILL 
TO 6ET ACTION

Senate Finance Committee went 
to work Tuesday on the House — 
parsed social security bill — one 
of several measures holding the 
key to final adjournment of the 
86th Congress. 
The big controversy In th* bill 
concern* the limited House pro­ 
vision for medical care to the 
aged, a plan which many Demo­ 
cratic senators want to broaden. 
The House bill would cover an 
estimated million and a half old­ 
er persons. Proposals will be of­ 
fered in the Senate to make medi­ 
cal benefits available to all of the 
16 million persons over 65. 
Include Medical Plan 
Most of the plans advanced by 
Democrats to do this call for 
writing a medical plan into the 
social security system ta cover 
12 of the 16 million, with other 
means provided for the remain­ 
ing four million. 
The Senate also is expected to 
send to President Eisenhower dur­ 
ing the day one of the must bills 
of the session, the tax extension 
and debt ceiling measure. 
It would preserve four billion 
debars of annual revenue, and put 
into effect a temporary eight-bil­ 
lion-dollar increase in th* perma­ 
nent national debt ceiling of 285 
billion dollars. 
It would continue present rates

AUTO DEALER'S 
BILL DEFEATED 


HARRISBURG (AP) - The Sen­ 
ate has defeated a proposal to 
have auto dealers collect the 4 per 
cent state sales tax on retail ve­ 
hicle sales and receive a commis­ 
sion. 
The measure fell Monday night, 
25-5, when it failed to receive the 
constitutional majority of 26 votes 
necessary for passage of legisla­ 
tion in the Senate. 
Sen. Charles R. Weiner, Demo­ 
cratic floor leader, claimed the 
measure would cost the state a 
million dollars per year and re­ 
ported that Gov. Lawrence would 
veto it if it received approval of 
the Legislature. 
Weiner also questioned whether 
the proposal could be passed in 
the present session, which is lim­ 
ited to legislation on budget and 
revenue matters. 
Sen. J. Irving Whalley (R-Som- 
erset) and G. Robert Watkins (R- 
Delaware) said the bill would nul­ 
lify a 1959 law which made the 
individual buyer responsible for 
paying the tax direct to the state. 
The two said the dealers still 
handle the tax and should be paid 
or the 2 per cent commission 
should be taken from all other 
businesses that collect the tax.

It also bears on such things as 
how many jobs are around, how 
big or small profits will bt, wheth­ 
er prices will rise, fall or stay 
steady, and the supply of foods 
for consumers to buy. 
Productivity, as man-hour out­ 
put is called, took a spurt last 
year of four per cent over the 
year before, seems to be slowing 
this year, mid has had an aver- 
age growth of around three per 
cern a year since 1947. 
Growth Results 
Those who want faster growth 
s e e ii as a means toward more 
jobs, more goods and services for 
Americans to enjoy, more income 
'or taxes the U. S. Treasury could 
use

to markets the Soviets might 
covet. 
Those who couneel whet they 
call normal growth—that Is, gains 
made by private industry with 
none or a minimum of govern- 
merit pump priming-**y it will 
he healthier hi the long run, will 
minimize the ups and downs of 
the business cycle, will shore up 
our financial position without the 
risks of too speedy or erratic 
growth, and thus make us armig­

Productivity rises as workers 
acquire more skill or use more 
efficient production methods, or 
•a management installs mechani­ 
zation or automation to reduce 
the number of workers—and thus 
man bourn—needed to turn out 
a piece of work. 
Aa skills rise, so do wages usu­ 
ally; and the greater productivity 
means greater profits or lower 
price*, or both 
The higher income of workers 
helps increase demand for goods 
and services.

started as a Senate page boy when 
he was 19. 
In the ensuing 21 years he has 
served as a messenger, a com­ 
piling clerk, chief compiling clerk 
and assistant secretary. 
He was elected by the Senate 
leadership to the $12.000-a-year 
Job this week to succeed the late 
Edward Watson, a former sena­ 
tor from Bucks County.

New officers are 
elected for each session. 
Arrived In 1939 
Nothing in the Senate has chan­ 
ged much since Gruell arrived on 
the scene in 1939, but he notes: 
"When I started, a page got $2 
a day and worked seven days a 
week. When the Senate wa" not in 
session, the pages were expected 
to run errands around the Capi­ 
tol.” 
Now the pages get $8 a day and 
work only on the days the Senate 
is in session. However, they, like 
other temporary employes of the 
Legislature, are paid for seven 
days in any week they work, if 
only for one day. 
Has Many Duties 
Tile "Senate secretary has many 
duties 
He is responsible for publication 
of the weekly Senate rnstory, which 
shows the progress of every bill, 
resolution and executive nomina­ 
tion. 
He inserts the changes In bills 
amended by the Senate and sends 
them to the printer. He also pre­ 
pares the daily calendar of bills 
awaiting floor action and collects 
the biographer^* of Senate mem­ 
bers and officers for the Legisla­ 
tive Directory and the Pennsyl­ 
vania Manual. 
Recognised Authority 
In addition, the secretary serves 
as the Senate parliamentarian, 
which means he must present dur­ 
ing ail sessions to advise the chair­ 
man of procedural rules. 
Gruell is a recognised authority 
on parliamentary procedure knowl­ 
edge acquired during his years in 
the Senate and from 
reading 
books. 
Gruell was bom m Atlantic Cky, 
N J., but has spent most of his 
life in Harrisburg. He met his 
wife, Josephine, when she worked 
as a typist in the Senate stenog­ 
raphers’ pool. They have a daugh­ 
ter, Patricia, 17.
